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In the last 3 months of 1997, there was a mobilization among 


several society pieces, as students and pupil. The pupil occupied 
schools, as they do every year since 1990, interupting the educatnional 
procedure. From the other hand, students mobilized again, after 10 
years, because of a new law for education, same as this which for 
French students, pupil and teatchers mobilized in the past. The students 
moblizations seem to continue in the future. The participation of anar¬ 
chists in these mobilzations, were not small. It was what it was needed 
to create clashes and for the mobilization to take a more violence form. 

The same time, the attack to several state targets were increased. 
The variety of the targets and the frequecy of the hits, by the same time 
precense of the anarchists to every mobilization, show the multiformity 
that social war develops, without close in upon to economical or other 
matters, which do not target the state itself. 

The economical attack, of the state, against the society increases 
all the time. In the last three months, 3 people died from starvation, 
while the number of unemployed and homeless people who live in train 
stations and basements or abandoned houses, grows. 

As anarchists, we will continue to promQte _the_strugg l e and th e 
multiform actions against the state and every auth o ri t y , wi thout r etr e ats 

The state seems to be powerful, as long as we do not fight it.

2-Six workers of the "Union of 
Farmers Co-operative", of 
Karditsa, (city of c.Greece), 
start a hunger-strike, at the 
central square of the city, 
protesting for their laid off. 

2- The fifty year old D. 
Viktsotsis, invades at the pre¬ 
fecture of Larissa, (city of 
c.Greece), destroying the 
offices of the transportation 
department, because they did 
not give him a taxi license. 
The court, imposed him 10 
days sentence, with option of 
fine,which paid. 

3- A protestation-discussion, 
about the situation at Halkidi- 
ki, is organized by "Anarchists 
Circle". 

3-A car, of E.P.T., (state televi¬ 
sion station), is set on fire, at 
Victoria square, (central 
square of Athens). The 
"Consciously Arsonists", by a 
call at a newspaper, claimed 
the responsibility, saying 
"Freedom to K.Kalaremas, 
S.Dapergolas and the other 
imprisoned anarchists..." and 
by claiming the responsibility 
for an older arson of a car, 
owned by "Michelin", which 
took place, at Kallithea, (sub- 
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urb of Athens). (K.Kalaremas 

and S.Dapergolas, are anar¬ 
chists, who are in jail. S. 
Dapergolas was caught during 
a bank robbery and K. 
Kalaremas is accused for sev¬ 
eral bank robberies). 

4-A protesting march took 
place, at Patisia, (suburb of 
Athens), by the cause of the 
arson of the libertarian hunt 
"ano-kato Patision". 

9-A van, own by the television 
station T.V.Macedonia, and a 
car own by the diocese of 
Kerkyra, (island of n.greece), 
set on fire at K.Patisia, (suburb 
of Athens). The "Consciously 
Arsonists", claimed the respon¬ 
sibility, by a call at a newspa¬ 
per, saying :"...freedom to 
K.Kalaremas, S.Dapergolas 
and to the other imprisoned 
smugglers. The struggle contin¬ 
ues...". 

9- During a man-hunting, near 
the train-station, at Thessalo¬ 
niki, a cop shoots and murder 
an Albanian prisoner, who 
tries to escape. The cop insist¬ 
ed, that the death of the pris¬ 
oner, "...was the result of an 
accidentally detonation...", (as 
usually). 

10- Four cops beat up a farmer, 




















who was working at his farm, 

at the village Skorpiona The- 
sprotias (w.Greece) because 
his appearance was like 
Albanian. The farmer was 
moved in the hospital, with 
heavy injuries all over his 
body. 

10-Two not-appointed teach¬ 
ers, begin a hunger-strike, out¬ 
side the ministry of "Mace- 
donia-Thrace", at Thessaloniki. 
10-A protestation, about the 
imprisoned Italian anarchists, 
who are going to the court at 
20th of October, is organized 
by "Anarchists Circle". 

12-The "Anti-authority group 
2.004", by a phone at a news¬ 
paper, claimed the responsibil¬ 
ity for the failed attempt of the 
arson of the branch offices of 
"National Bank", in the center 
of Athens, saying : "...as soli¬ 
darity to the political prisoners. 
Freedom to P.Drimilis". 

12- A protestation-discussion, 
about education, is organized 
by anarchists of Keratsini, 
(suburb of Piraeus), at the 
mental center of the area. 

13- The court sets free P.Drimi¬ 
lis. Drimilis is accused for par¬ 
ticipation, with H.Marinos, to 
the armed attack against the 
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guard of the PASOK, (govern- 

ment party), offices. 

18- An anti-fascist march, 
(anarchists participated), took 
place in the center of Athens, 
with destination the hotel 
"President", where a fascist 
congress were hold. Some 
meters before the hotel, police 
forces surround the march, 
forbidding the demonstrators 
to continue. During the with¬ 
draw, of the march, rocks and 
woods were thrown to the 
cops. 

18- The "International Revolu¬ 
tionary Struggle", claims the 
responsibility, by a call at a 
newspaper, for the explosion 
of a self-made devise, outside 
the offices of the airline com¬ 
pany "Alitalia", at Vouliagmenis 
avenue, at Athens. 

19- A motorcycle march, took 
place in Ampelokipi, (suburb 
of Athens), in solidarity to 
G.Balafas, with destination the 
prison of Koridalos, (suburb of 
Athens), where G.Balafas is 
imprisoned. The march was 
stopped by strong police force, 
before the prison. 

19-The responsibility, for the 
explosion of a self-made 
devise, outside the hotel 



"Olympic Royal", at Plaka, 

(suburb of Athens), was 
claimed by the "Antifascist 
Action", by a call at a newspa¬ 
per, where it was said : "...the 
arson of "Olympic Royal", is a 
small warning for these, that 
will follow, to them who facili¬ 
tate the fascists / wet dreams 
of their camps. We are so 
close to some ones, that they 
would never imagine. We do 
not forget, we do not forgive". 

20- The trial of G.Balafas, (who 
is accused for participation to 
armed groups), started at the 
women department of Kori- 
daios/ prison. 

21- Riots at the area Kourou- 
pitos of Chania, (area of 
Crete), when police forces 
tried to break tire block, of the 
road which goes to the rubbish 
dump of the area. Finally, the 
road opened, after 7 people 
were arrested, who participat¬ 
ed to the block. 

22- A car of lire Algerian 
embassy, is set on fire, in 
Athens. There is no group, 
claiming the responsibility.

2- The responsibility for the 
arson of a van, own by the TV 
station "Channel 5", outside 
the station buildings, at 
Taurus, (suburb of Athens), is 
claimed by a call at a newspa¬ 
per by "Cons» musly Arsonists", 
where it was said "Freedom to 
the imprisoned television 
viewers. War to the media" 

3- A self-made device, has 
explode outside the offices of 
O.A.E.D., (state service), at 
Drapetsona, (suburb of Pi¬ 
raeus). A few hour before, an 
unknown, by a call at a news¬ 
paper, was warning for the 
explosion, saying : "...we are 
defending, the attack at the 
workers, the unemployed and 
the retired...". The unknown 
said and something else, that 
did not written because of his 
hurry. 

4- A police ambulance, is set on 
fir<- at the center of Athens. 
The responsibility, by a call at a 
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newspaper, is claimed By 

"Consciously Arsonists", and it 
was said : "Freedom to S. 
Dapergolas and K. Kalare- 
mas". 

7- Cops invade to a farm 
house, at a village of Pirgos, 
(city of w. Greece), in order to 
arrest a family of Albanian 
immigrants, who lived there. 
The immigrants, managed to 
escape and the cops, set the 
house on fire. Two rooms 
burned off, before the neigh¬ 
bors light it off. 

8- After the end of a protesta¬ 
tion, organized by leftists, at 
Polytechnio, about 70 anar¬ 
chists clashed with the riot 
police, throwing rocks and 
molotof bombs. The clashes 
last two hours, without any 
arrest. 

9- The struggle of the citizens 
of the villages of Halkidiki, 
(area of n. Greece), against the 
construction of , TVX GOLD, 
gold mines, continues. The 
Canadian multinational TVX 
GOLD, by the protection of 
hundreds of cops, tried to start 
the construction. About two 
thousand citizens, marched 
and after destroying several 
police vesicles, they set on fire 


one drilling machine, of the 

multinational. Some hours 
later, five presidents of village 
council, arrested at their 
homes, accused for instigation 
of the clashes. The next day, 
the citizens blocked the 
national road and the cops did 
not dare to do nothing. The sit¬ 
uation is still unsettled. 

9-A solidarity concert to 
G.Balafas is taking place at a 
sports field, at Dafni, (suburb 
of Athens). During the concert, 
a group of people attack to 
cops who where near the area. 
The cops try to hide into a fire 
station. Four fire-brigade vesi¬ 
cles, and a car of x-prime min¬ 
ister G. Rallis, (which was 
parked outside), destroyed 
from molotof bombs. 

11 - "Consciously Arsonists" 
claimed the responsibility for 
the attack with molotof bombs 
to the "Modern Age" book¬ 
shop, (which publish books of 
the Communist party), and for 
the placing of an exploding 
device at a car of a newspaper 
journalist, at the center of 
Athens. The bookshop was 
lightly damaged and the owner 
of the car, managed to push 
back the self-made exploding 
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device. At a call at a newspa- 

per, the said: "The part of the 
Communist party members 
and the journalist, during the 
17th of November uprising 
anniversary, is known. By this 
way, we express our opposi¬ 
tion, to any approaches of the 
specific people. We will talk 
again at 17th of November". 
12 - "Consciously Arsonists" 
claim the responsibility, by a 
call at a newspaper, for the 
arson of a Brazilian embassy 
car, at Kolonaki, (suburb of 
Athens). 

12-An Italian embassy car is 
set on fire, at Galatsi, (suburb 
of Athens), There is no team 
claiming the responsibility. 

12- "Kids of November", claim 
the responsibility for the arson 
of a car, owned by French 
Institute, in the center of 
Athens, by a call at a newspa¬ 
per, where it was said: "Warm 
greetings to all who rise up. 
The uprising of Polytechnic 
'73, does not embalmed, does 
not go into museums". 

15- The tree-day celebration 
for the anniversary of the 1973 
uprising, begins. (An occupa¬ 
tion from thousands of people, 
look place at the Polytechnic 


school, on November of 1973, 

which grew to uprising, with 
clashes with the police, not 
only around the Polytechnic 
school, but all over Athens. 
Finally, the occupation ended, 
by the invasion of military and 
police, by tanks, into the 
Polytechnic school. The specif¬ 
ic number of the people who 
murder, is unknown until 
today). The state, in order to 
impose the order, had mobi¬ 
lize about 3500 cops.

(Michalis Kaltezas, is 
the name of a 15year old, who 
has been murdered by the cop 
Melistas, during clashes at 
November of 1985). 

16-A van of YIT.E.Xn.A.E., 
(ministry of environment), is 
set on fire, at Kareas, (suburb 
of Athens). The responsibility 
is claimed by "Anti-authority 
group 2.004",with a call at a 
newspaper. The same group, 
claims the responsibility, for 
an older arson at the branch 
offices of the "National Bank", 
in Athens. 

16-Arsonists attack, at N. 
Smirni, (suburb of Athens). 
The newspaper did not write 
which was the target of the 
attack. The responsibility was 
claimed by "Social Counter- 
strike". 

16-The responsibility for the 
explosion of a self-made 
device, at the entrance of the 
Cyprus Students Seat, at Plaka, 
(suburb of Athens), is claimed 
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with a call at a newspaper by 

"Anti-fascist Action". In the call, 
they say: "The group Anti-fas¬ 
cist Action sends an incendiary 
salute, to the fascists who 
gathered last Friday, at the 
area of the Cyprus Students 
Seat, at Plaka, where medals 
were awarded to fascist 
skunks of the, (military), exer¬ 
cise "Kimon '97". We do not 
forget, we do not forgive". 
16-"Consciously Arsonists", 
send a text at a newspaper. 
The text, which published, 
contained some general opin¬ 
ions about the struggle against 
the state and the 26 hits of the 
group, which had took place 
until then. 

16- A self-made device, explo¬ 
des at the entrance of the 
town-hall, of Neapoli, (suburb 
of Thessaloniki). No group 
claims the responsibility. 

17- Before the marsh to the 
American embassy begins and 
whiie thousands of people, 
waited outside the Polyte¬ 
chnio, in order to participate to 
the marsh, the entrance of the 
offices, (which are across the 
Polytechnic school), of the 
minister of National Economy 
and Economics, G.Papanto- 










niou, is set on fire. Two vehi- 

cles of the fire-brigade, which 
appear in order to turn the fire 
off, are attacked from about 
200 people, anarchists and 
others. The same time, clashes 
start with members of the 
K.K.E., (Communist party), 
who co-operated with the 
cops, in order to prevent the 
tension. Later and after the 
communists re-enforced by 
members of the buildings-con- 
structor syndicate, (Which is 
controlled by K.K.E), the anar¬ 
chists leave the Polytechnio.

During the taking 
over, the building seriously 
damaged. (The damages cost¬ 
ed about 30 million drach¬ 
mas). 

22-Attack with molotof 
bombs, against the offices of 
the K.K.E., at Dafni, (suburb of 
Athens). No group claimed the 
responsibility. 

24-Explosion of a self-made 
device at the offices of 
"Panethnic Democratic Union", 
(political party), at the centre 
of Athens).The responsibility, 
by a call to a newspaper , 15 
minutes before the explosion, 
was claimed by "Revolutionary 
Cores" 

24-Ihree citizens of tho vil¬ 
lages Olimpiada at Halkidiki, 
(area in n. greece), are being 
arrested, because 99 molotof 
bombs and shells from bullets 
were found at an area near to 
them. The citizens were set 
free some hours later, because 
it was impossible for the state 
to accuse them for anything. 
The state, continuing the try to 
terrorize the citizens of 
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Halkidiki, forbitten the to go 

out of their villages, by placing 
strong forcres of riot police, 
around them. It was also for- 
bitted forthe citizens the ci(i 
zens to gother more than 4 
persons, in oder to prevent any 
protestation, until 4th of 
December.

30-The responsibility for the 
arson of a car, own by the 
Italian embassy at A.Patisia, 
(suburb of Athens), is claimed 
by "Consciously Arsonists", 


with a call at a newspaper, 

were it was said: "In solidarity 
to the uprisers of the villages 
Olimpiada and Varvara, who 
live the slate quelling". 

39-A school bus is set on fire 
at Sikies, (suburb of Thessa¬ 
loniki). The responsibility was 
claimed by "Antistate Struggle", 
with a call at a newspaper, 
were it was said: "By this 
attack we want the cops and 
the informers to leave 
schools". They also claim the 
responsibility for the explosion 
of a self-made device at 16th 
of November, saying: "We 
don't like Simitis, neither 
Kapodistrias, (Kapodistrias is 
the name of the states' sched¬ 
ule for the union of municipal¬ 
ities and communities)".

They 
also claim the responsibility fir 
the arson of a "Sigma Security", 
at Brahami, (suburb of A- 
thens). 

7- Booking-offices at Patisia; 
(suburb of Athens), and the 
station-master's offices at 
Galatsi, (suburb of Athens), 
own by states' passengers' 
transportation company, are 
set on fire. No group claimed 
the responsibility. 

8- A self-made exploding 
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devise, was placed outside 

"American Express" bank, at 
Kifisias avenue, (central 
avenue of Athens). After two 
warning calls to a newspaper, 
the device was neutralized by 
polices' pyrotechnics. No 
group claimed the responsibil¬ 
ity. 

8-The three, of the four who 
have been arrested during the 
clashes at the Students Seat at 
Patisia, (suburb of Athens), 
were send in custody. 
10-Explosion of a self-made 
device, at the offices of the 
minister of Development, V. 
Papandreou, at Kolonaki, (sub¬ 
urb of Athens). Before the 
explosion, a call was taken at a 
newspaper, where it was said: 
"In 20 minutes, a bomb will 
explode at the offices of the 
minister of development V. 
Papandeou, at Kolonaki. 
Another bomb is going to 
explode at the offices of T.V.X.- 
gold, at 30 minutes. Another 
call will follow, for the under¬ 
taken of the responsibility". 
After the explosion, there was 
call to a radio station, where it 
was said: "The responsibility is 
claimed by "Fighting Guerilla 
Formation". This attack, took 



place against the plans for the 

mining of gold from the gold 
mines of Halkidiki". It was also 
said, that the organization gave 
wrong time for the explosion 
of the bomb, in order to injure 
the "anti-terrorist" cops. Final¬ 
ly, one pyrotechnic, was in¬ 
jured and the offices seriously 
damaged. 

10- The occupation of a central 
lyceum, of Athens, which has 
started 10 days ago, ends. 
According to the principal, the 
cost of the damages pass the 
80 million drachmas. 

11- A protestation, organized 
by anarchists and took place at 
Polytechnio, about the situa¬ 
tion at the villages of Halkidiki. 

12- Educational marsh in the 
center of Athens. During the 
marsh, a van own by a T.V. sta¬ 
tion and a states' car are 
attached and set on fire and 
two bank are damaged by 
rocks and molotof bombs. 

13- Solidarity marsh to the "ille¬ 
gal immigrants workers", takes 
place at Keratsini, (suburb of 
Piraeus). The marsh, was orga¬ 
nized by the "anarchists and 
anti-authoritans of keratsini", 
and about 100 participated. 
Finally, it ended outside the 
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police station of immigrants 

transportation, at Drapetsona, 
(suburb of Piraeus), surround¬ 
ed by riot police. 

16- About 100 prisoners, try to 
escape from the prisons of 
Thessaloniki. During the es¬ 
cape, a guard shoots and kill 
an Albanian prisoner. Two 
other prisoners and two 
guards are injured and no pris¬ 
oner managed to escape. 

17- A car, own by MEGA, (T.V. 
station), is set on fire, at N. 
Smirni, (suburb of Athens).The 
responsibility, is claimed by 
"Consciously Arsonists", with a 
call at a newspaper. 

24- The car of the commander 
of Traffic police of Glifada, 
(suburb of Athens), is set on 
fire at llioupoli, (suburb of 
Athens). The responsibility is 
claimed by “Consciously Ar¬ 
sonists", with a call at a news¬ 
paper, where it was said: 
"Solidarity to the villages Oli¬ 
mpiada and Varvara. Fire and 
flare up to cops and state. 
Happy new year, pigs". Car of 
the same cop, was set on fire 
two years ago, by other group. 

25- The responsibility for the 
arson of a car, own by Philipins 
embassy, is claimed by "Con- 
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sciously Arsonists", with a call 

at a newspaper. 

30-A diplomatic car is set on 
fire, at Exarchia, (suburb of 
central Athens). The responsi¬ 
bility is claimed by "Con¬ 
sciously Arsonists", by a call at 
a newspaper, where it was 
said: "Freedom to S.Dapergo- 
las, K.Kalaremas and to all 
imprisoned strugglers. Good 
celebrations to the pigs of 
authority". 

30-The car of a deputy of 
N.D.,(political party), is set on 
fire at Holargos, (suburb of 
Athens). The responsibility is 
claimed by "Plack Herd" with ?. 
call at a newspaper where it 
was said: "Death to all politi¬ 
cians". 
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LAST NEWS 

At 13 of January, 
police arrested Nikos Ma- 
ziotis, accusing him for par¬ 
ticipation to the group 
"Anarchists City Partisans", 
by invating in his house, at 
Kamatero (area near Athens). 
In his house, was found 
explosives, three pistols and 
anarchist leaftets, bulletins, 
posters, books etc. 

The police, also 
arrested 17 other people, 
friends of Maziotis, but they 
all set free, withoyt charges. 
Maziotis (who is charged for 
three enormities), denied 
that the weapons were his or 
he had used them and said 
that the house they were 
found, was not used only by 
him. 

The police claims that 
have found a fingerprint of 
Maziotis, in a bomb that did 
not exlode, outside the min¬ 
istry of development, which 
for "Anarchists City Parti¬ 
sans" have claimed th€? 
responsibility on 6 of 
December 1997. 
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
